It  is  with  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  that  I  present  you 
with  my  catalog  for  1938. 

Thanks  a  lot  for  the  many 
nice  orders  you  have  sent — 
and  for  the  nice  letters  you 
have  written.  Sorry  that  I 
do  not  get  them  all  an¬ 
swered. 

Less  varieties  are  listed 
this  year.  I  have  discarded 
all  but  the  most  outstand¬ 
ing,  why  grow  any  but  the 
best?  The  newer  ones  have  PAUL  BRANDON 
been  tried  and  in  the  most 
part  appear  to  be  real  improvements  in  their 
respective  classes.  “Oregon  Rose”  is  especially 
recommended — if  you  want  a  flower  that  will 
make  your  neighbors  sit  up  and  take  notice. 
While  I  list  most  of  the  standard  varieties  (or 
an  improvement)  I  also  have  a  lot  of  really 
rare  ones  that  you  won’t  find  elsewhere,  you 
can  take  my  word  that  they  are  good  ones — 
and  not  just  like  everyone  else  has,  either. 

This  year’s  crop  of  bulbs  is  the  largest  and 
finest  I  have  ever  had,  an  especially  good 
growing  season  is  largely  responsible,  but  new 
virgin  soil,  high  altitude,  northern  location, 
controlled  irrigation,  careful  attention,  and 
lots  of  other  things  have  contributed  their  bit 
to  make  this  year’s  crop  of  bulbs  even  sur¬ 
pass  the  standards  that  have  made  “Oregon 
Grown”  an  internationally  recognized  slogan. 

DESCRIPTIONS — After  the  variety  name  I 
have  given  the  name  of  the  originator  (Kun- 
derd).  Figures  (36-6-6)  indicate  height  of 
plant  (36  inches  tall),  size  of  floret  (6  inches 
across),  and  number  of  florets  open  at  one 
time  (6  open).  All  average  under  field  cul¬ 
ture.  Every  variety  is  described  as  I  see  it, 
main  color  and  color  and  style  of  marking 
given  in  detail.  Common  color  names  are 
used  with  occasional  reference  to  Fischer 
color  chart  in  parenthesis  where  doubtful. 
Blooming  season  varies  so  much  with  localities 
that  I  give  only  on  early  and  late  varieties. 
The  general  comment  is  my  honest  personal 
opinion.  Numbers  at  end  of  some  descriptions 
are  positions  in  Favorite  Fifty  varieties  of  the 
American  Gladiolus  Society.  Standard  types 
are  given,  explained  in  detail  in  my  1937 
catalog.  Many  write  that  my  descriptions  are 
the  most  accurate  and  complete  of  any  catalog 
they  get.  I  try  to  make  them  so.

However, 
the  bulbs  are  fumigated  in  accordance  with 
Oregon  state  laws. 

Complete  cultural  directions  and  methods 
for  thrips  control  included  free  with  every 
order.

I  can  give  orders  more  attention  before  my 
planting  season  and  the  last-minute  rush. 
I  have  increased  stock  on  those  sold  out  so 
early  last  year  and  hope  to  be  able  to  supply 
the  demand.

“OREGON  ROSE” 

INTRODUCING 

OREGON  ROSE  (Mitsch-Brandon)  36-6-9. 
Pure  rose  with  each  petal  edged  ivory  white, 
deep  rose  feather.  I  have  seen  no  other  glad 
with  this  combination  of  colors.  It  is  really 
lovely  and  is  always  the  center  of  attention  in 


my  field.  Slightly  ruffled,  it  never  crooks  and 
I  have  never  seen  a  misplaced  floret.  Won¬ 
derful  substance.  It  is  one  of  those  rare 
flowers  with  a  charm  or  personality  that 
eludes  description.  A  Picardy  seedling,  it  is  a 
good  grower.  While  it  averages  16  buds  to  the 
spike  it  often  appears  somewhat  stiff  when 
there  are  10  or  12  five  to  six  inch  florets  open. 
This  is  the  only  thing  about  it  that  can  be 
called  a  fault  that  I  know  of.  (There  are 
generally  more  florets  open  than  the  illustra¬ 
tion  would  indicate.) 

Mr.  Mitsch,  of  Brownsville,  Ore.,  who  origi¬ 
nated  this  variety  is  one  of  the  world’s  fore¬ 
most  glad  growers  and  originator  of  such  out¬ 
standing  successes  as  Christabel,  Flaming 
Meteor,  Rima  and  Zuni.  I  feel  particularly 
honored  to  offer  this  one  as  it  is  easily  the 
most  popular  of  the  Mitsch  originations  in  my 
fields.  He  says  of  it:  “Glad  you  liked  seedling 
31S6/1  (Oregon  Rose).  Others  are  very  en¬ 
thusiastic.  I  like  it  very  much  myself  and 
have  often  considered  introducing  it  but  have 
so  many  good  ones  that  I  am  often  at  loss  as 
to  which  ones  to  choose.  Have  noticed  that 
the  flower  head  is  often  a  little  short  as  with 
many  of  the  Emile  Aubrun  descendants.”

Very 
similar  to  Phipps,  more  of  a  salmon  pink  and 
more  marking,  much  earlier.  Often  crooks. 

EARLY  SUNRISE  (Velthuys)  28-3%-7. 
Flame  red  marked  with  a  dash  of  gold,  some¬ 
times  flakes.  Very  early  for  so  large  and  fine 
a  variety. 

EBONY  32-4-5.  Deep  coppery  red,  deeper 
plume,  very  unusual  shade,  almost  irrides- 
cent.  Ruffled,  midseason. 

ECSTASY  (Kunderd)  44-4-6.  Deep  cherry 
red  with  a  straw  yellow  band  on  three  petals. 
Early  midseason,  gloxinia  type.  A  striking  and 
very  popular  novelty.  A  regular  monkey- 
flower. 

EDITH  ROBSON  (Brown)  Salmon  pink 
with  small  red  plume  over  yellow,  similar  to 
Sept.  Morn  but  earlier. 

E.  I.  FARRINGTON  (Rowe)  40-3%-6.  One 
of  the  clearest  yellows.  Canary  with  lower 
petals  lemon  yellow.  Of  most  beautiful  ruf¬ 
fled  form.  Decorative  type. 

EIGHTH  WONDER  (Kunderd).  A  very  odd 
color,  smoky  deep  wine.  Straw  blotch  heavily 
peppered  self.  Entire  flower  covered  with  a 
frosty  sheen.  One  of  the  most  beautiful 
smokies  and  quite  late. 

E.  J.  SHAYLOR  (Kunderd)  40-3% -7.  Pure 
rose,  deeper  lines.  Early  and  ruffled.  Espe¬ 
cially  good  for  cutting.  I  consider  this  Kun- 
derd’s  masterpiece. 

ELIZABETH  TABOR  (Hinkle)  40-4%-5. 
Bright  pink,  big  dark  red  blotch  tipped  straw 
yellow.  One  of  the  very  earliest.  Long  stems, 
very  much  like  Pendleton,  just  as  popular. 

EMILE  AUBRUN  (Lemoine)  40-5-8.  A 
blend  of  salmon  red  and  slate  with  soft  red 
blotch.  Effect  is  a  wonderful  smoky  red.  Mid¬ 
season,  exhibition  spike,  long  stems,  good

propagator.  Just  about  perfect.  Sometimes 
grows  stubby.  Parent  of  the  best  glads  in 
commerce  today. 

ESTELLA  (Kunderd)  30-4-5.  Deep  rose, 
big  white  blotch  peppered  rose  red. 

EUGENE  LEVEBVRE  (Lemoine)  36-4-6. 
An  unusual  but  pretty  shade  of  light  rose 
purple  with  a  large  velvety  purple  blotch, 
touched  white.  Early  midseason.  A  fine  color 
contrast,  showy  and  popular  with  all  who  like 
blotches  as  well  as  most  who  ordinarily  do 
not.  Not  so  well  known  but  a  real  glad.  Pro¬ 
nounced  Lef-ever.  NOTE:  Formerly  listed  as 
Ed  Springer.  It  is  not.  Sorry. 

^  EVELYN  KIRTLAND  (Austin)  36-4-6. 
Sparkling  light  salmon  pink,  red  plume.  A 
grand  old  glad. 

EXCELLENCE  (Kunderd)  36-5-4.  Fiery 
scarlet  self,  good  stems  and  vigorous.  Indis- 
pensible  for  early  cut  flowers  as  it  is  the  first 
red  to  bloom. 

FASTIDIOUS  42-5V2-5.  Pure  fresh  pink, 
white  near  center,  lilac  lines.  I  often  wonder 
why  this  is  not  more  widely  grown  for  late 
cut  flowers.  The  color  is  great  and  it  is  later 
than  most,  makes  a  stunning  basket. 

FAY  LANPHIER  (Williams)  34-4-5.  Frosty 
light  salmon  pink,  deep  line.  One  of  the  most 
beautiful  flowers  ever  produced. 

FLUFFY  RUFFLES  (Brown)  36-3%-4. 
Creamy  yellow  with  red  hair-line.  Heavily  lac- 
iniated.  A  smaller  and  later  Impressario. 

FREDA  (Salbach)  42-5-6.  Bright  straw¬ 
berry  pink  with  small  cream  blotch,  red  line. 
Flowers  are  large  and  wide  open.  While  not 
a  common  glad  it  is  among  the  best  and  is 
especially  valuable  to  the  cut  flower  grower 
as  it  is  rather  late. 

FROST  KING  (Ellis)  42-3-6.  Soft  coral  pink 
with  white  blotch.  Lightly  ruffled,  very  early. 
Bright  clear  color,  excellent  for  cutting. 

FULDS  FAVORITE  (Kunderd)  34-3V2-8. 
Pinkish  lavender,  rose  purple  plume  laid  over 
big  light  yellow  blotch,  sort  of  a  golden  tone 
about  the  flower.  Ruffled  and  quite  late. 

GAIETY  (Kunderd)  38-4-3.  Salmon  pink 
flaked  salmon  red,  white  blotch  marked  red. 
This  is  much  like  Mystic  but  a  bit  larger  and 
later,  a  different  shade.  It  surely  gets  a  lot  of 
attention. 

GAY  HUSSAR  (Salbach)  34-4%-6.  Soft 
orange,  orange  plume  over  yellow.  An  im¬ 
proved  Nancy  Hanks. 

GERTRUDE  ERREY  (Errey)  36-3%-10. 
Light  shell  pink,  rose  marking  over  white. 
Typical  Australian  exhibition  spike.  I  like  this 
very  much. 

GIANT  MYRTLE  (Kunderd)  36-3-5.  Blush 
pink,  white  in  center  to  rose  edges.  Creamy 
spot  in  lower  petals.  This  is  very  delicate  and 
beautiful. 

GIANT  NYMPH  (Coleman)  46-4-7.  Pure 
pink,  white  blotch,  red  hair-line.  Midseason. 
Considered  one  of  the  best  commercial  pinks, 
good  for  any  purpose.  No.  40. 

GLADDIE  BOY  (Bill)  38-4% -6.  Orange 
dusted  with  tiny  golden  lines,  yellow  blotch. 
Early  prim  grand  of  unusual  and  beautiful 
form. 

GLORIANA  (Betscher)  44-3%-7.  Golden 
orange  blotched  yellow.  Rosebud  type,  a 


bunch  looks  like  a  very  lovely  bunch  of  gold- 

on  Mn 

GOLD  EAGLE  (Austin)  36-4-5.  Quite  a 
deep  yellow  self.  Very  early,  slightly  ruffled. 
The  standard  early  commercial  yellow. 

GOLDEN  AMBER  (Salbach)  33-3-6.  Very 
deep  yellow,  back  of  petals  shaded  amber. 
Small  decorative  type.  Crooks  occasionally 
but  it  surely  is  nice. 

GOLDEN  DREAM  (Groff)  42-4-8.  Pure 
deep  yellow,  late.  I  believe  that  this  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  the  best  yellow  on  the  market. 
Certainly  fine.  No.  24. 

GOLDEN  FRILLS  (Kunderd)  30-3-5.  Deep 
yellow  with  pink  feather.  Early  ruffled  prim. 
Small  bulbs.  I  surely  like  it. 

GOLDEN  GLOW  (Cameron)  45-4-7.  Clear 
medium  yellow  without  marking.  This  often 
has  laciniated  flowers,  sometimes  two  types 
on  the  same  spike.  Excepting  for  this  I  would 
class  it  among  the  best. 

GOLDSTONE  (Houdyshel)  34-5-5.  Soft 
deep  salmon  pink,  white  blotch  traced  with 
red.  It  gets  its  name  from  the  sparkling  frosty 
sheen  over  the  flower. 

HALCYON  (Bill)  51-5-6.  Light  rose  pink, 
deep  rose  plume  over  white.  Very  attractive 
and  quite  different.  Placement  occasionally 
erratic 

~  HALLEY  (Velthuys)  38-4%-6.  Brilliant 
light  salmon,  pale  yellow  blotch,  dusted  and 
lined  deep  red.  An  old  favorite  that  stays 
right  with  us.  I  always  get  a  thrill  out  of  this 
as  it  is  the  first  large  glad  to  bloom. 

HAMBURG  PINK  (Hornberger)  36-4-8. 
Early  light  pink,  white  blotch  dusted  red,  red 
bar. 

HEAVENLY  BLUE  (Pfitzer)  38-3%-6. 
Light  blue,  heavy  violet  bar  and  plume  over 
cream.  As  nice  a  blue  as  we  have  but  bulbs 
are  rough  looking  and  won’t  stand  much  fer¬ 
tilizer. 

HELEN  WILLS  (Salbach).  White  with 
cream  blotch.  I  never  paid  much  attention 
to  it. 

HENRY  C.  GOEHL  (Fischer)  36-4-5.  Pure 
white,  deep  red  blotch  edged  cream.  Early, 
very  showy  and  popular.  I  consider  it  the 
best  in  its  color  class,  much  more  beautiful 
than  Margaret  Peter.  Bulblets  hard  to  ger¬ 
minate. 

HERMES  (Kunderd)  42-4-6.  Light  rose  red 
with  deeper  plume.  Very  heavily  ruffled,  it 
makes  a  fine  spike  and  is  one  of  the  best  to 
be  had. 

HIGHLAND  LADDIE  (Kunderd)  36-3V2-5. 
Clean  shade  of  deep  rose,  deeper  plume.  Up¬ 
per  throat  lighter.  Often  flaked  deeper.  A 
very  popular  color. 

HIGH  NYE  (Austin)  50-3V2-8.  Light  rose 
purple  (Pale  violet-red),  pale  yellow  blotch, 
purple  feather.  The  entire  flower  has  a  golden 
tone.  Very  tall  and  quite  an  unusual  flower, 
splendid  grower.  The  long  stems  together  with 
the  color  combination  of  rosy  lavender  and 
yellow  make  this  a  favorite  with  florists. 

H.  K.  (Pfitzer)  34-4-3.  (German  name  is 
Heinrich  Kansleiter).  Deep  blood  red  velvet 
self.  Very  early.  This  is  about  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  red  with  garden  visitors.  Surely  a  fine  one. 
(For  Prices  See  Page  7)

HONEY  DEW  (Decorah)  38-4-4.  Buff  to 
golden  orange,  no  markings.  Laciniated  type. 
Early  midseason,  very  artistic.  I  like  it  so 
well. 

ILLUMINATOR  (Bill)  40-4-7.  Odd  but 
pretty  shade  of  medium  red,  lilac  midribs, 
dark  feather.  Midseason.  A  fine  one. 

IMP.  HENRY  FORD  (Ellis)  40-6-10.  A 
most  beautiful  rose  purple  with  red  purple 
blotch,  very  similar  to  the  original  Henry 
Ford  but  taller  and  a  better  grower,  late, 
and  sometimes  crooks.  I’ve  seen  some  spikes 
that  could  be  called  “V8”. 

IMP.  QUEEN  OF  THE  NIGHT  (Salbach) 
36-41/^-6.  Very  dark  wine  red,  flaked  almost 
black,  no  markings.  Really  good,  better  than 
most  more  famous  black  reds. 

INSPIRATION  (Palmer)  38-4-6.  Cream 
pink,  bright  and  deeper  at  petal  edges.  Red 
hair-line  on  cream.  This  is  the  largest  lacin¬ 
iated  glad  I’ve  grown. 

JANET  (Crow)  36-41/^-5.  Deep  smoky  peach 
pink,  with  red  feather  and  a  cream  line.  An 
odd  color,  not  at  all  muddy,  more  of  a  light 
brown.  Second  early.  Very  heavily  ruffled 
prim  grand.  Most  people  like  this. 

JOE  COLEMAN  (Coleman)  44-4-6.  Medium 
deep  red,  darker  feather.  Ruffled,  midseason, 
heavy  substance,  good  placement.  Makes  a 
lovely  spike. 

J.  T.  McCUTCHEON  (Kunderd)  32-4-6.  Soft 
red  with  deep  red  plume.  Ruffled,  rather 
early.  Flowers  are  round  and  widely  opened. 
Fine  spike. 

JUBILEE  (Kemp)  36-7-6.  Very  light  lav¬ 
ender  pink.  Second  early.  Sold  at  $100  per 
bulb  in  1928.  When  well  grown  this  is  about 
the  largest  glad  I  have. 

JUNIATA  (Kemp)  36-4-6.  Soft  coral  pink, 
large  white  blotch.  Rather  late.  Very  lovely. 

KING  OF  ORANGES  (Kunderd)  34-4-5. 
Brightest  orange  marked  with  red  lines. 
Rather  early  prim  grand.  The  brightest  and 
truest  orange  color  I  have  seen  in  any  glad. 
It  is  really  outstanding. 

KRIMHILDE  (Pfitzer)  44-4-5.  Blush  flaked 
lavender  pink,  cream-white  blotch,  very  lovely 
and  a  perfect  cut  flower. 

LADY  LORENE  (Ellis)  36-3V2-6.  Light 
orange  pink,  light  yellow  blotch,  long  willowy 
stems,  early  ruffled  decorative,  rosebud  type. 

LA.  PALOMA  (Dusinberre)  36-3V2-6.  Very 
bright  true  orange,  throat  peppered  red,  yel¬ 
low  line.  Early  prim  grand.  Generally  consid¬ 
ered  the  best  orange. 

LEEN  WONE  (Kunderd)  27-3-4.  Bright 
deep  orange  often  shading  to  buff  orange, 
white  hair-line.  Small  decorative  type.  This 
has  been  my  first  to  bloom  for  several  years. 

LEWIS  DINGMAN  (Goodrich)  36-3%-5. 
Deep  smoky  violet  red  with  bright  red  plume. 
Excellent  form  and  unusual  color  effect. 

LIBELLE  (Pfitzer)  38-3V2-6.  Light  blue 
(Lighter  Blue-Violet)  with  deeper  feather. 
Similar  to  Konynenburg  but  better  place¬ 
ment  and  substance. 

LOUIS  BOUMEISTER  (Van  Deursen)  Bright 
rose  purple,  lower  petals  deeper  with  small 
ivory  bar.  An  improved  Sydonia. 


LOUIS  HEMON  (Lemoine)  36-3V2-10.  Three 
petals  are  red  and  three  are  yellow.  The  small 
star  shaped  flowers  grow  around  the  stalk 
unlike  any  other  glad  I  know.  This  is  probably 
the  most  popular  of  the  more  than  700  varie¬ 
ties  I  grow.  No  lover  of  the  unusual  should  be 
without  it.  Makes  rather  small  bulbs. 

LOUVAINE  (Groff)  36-4-6.  Light  rose  pink 
with  indistinct  marking.  Often  flakes.  Late. 
Round  flowers  and  long  stems,  a  favorite  of 
mine. 

LUSTRE  (Kunderd)  36-4 V2-Q.  Bright  me¬ 
dium  red,  a  deeper  line.  Midseason.  Makes 
exhibition  spikes,  a  real  good  one. 

MAGIC  (Kunderd)  36-2V2-5.  Light  blue 
(Blue- Violet)  purple  feather  tipped  cream. 
Small  but  distinctive,  not  always  so  vigorous. 

MAGNA  BLANCA  (Salbach)  48-4-6.  Cream 
white  blotched  yellow,  throat  lightly  dusted 
red.  Very  tall  and  willowy,  stems  crook  oc¬ 
casionally.  This  has  been  grown  8  ft.  tall. 

MAID  OF  ORLEANS  (Pfitzer)  32-4V2-6. 
White  with  creamy  throat.  Highly  praised  but 
not  as  good  with  me  as  Mammoth  White  and 
others.  No.  7. 

MAMMOTH  WHITE  (Pfitzer)  36-6-7.  Pure 
white,  rather  late.  This  is  my  favorite  of  all  I 
grow.  If  I  could  have  but  one  variety  this 
would  be  it.  With  the  possible  exception  of 
Louis  Hemon,  it  is  the  most  popular  with 
garden  visitors.  Really  spectacular.  No.  12. 

MANDARIN  (Decorah)  44-4-4.  Clear  orange 
with  clear  yellow  blotch.  Very  early  prim.  I 
love  it. 

MARIE  KUNDERD  (Kunderd)  32-4-5. 
Crystal  white,  trace  of  lilac  deep  in  throat. 
Early  and  nicely  ruffled.  Good  substance,  un¬ 
usual  and  beautiful  form. 

MARMORA  (Errey)  44-5-8.  Deep  lavender 
(Light  Violet-red),  heavily  blended  with  gray, 
soft  rose  blotch.  The  nearest  gray  of  any 
flower.  I  love  this,  it  seems  to  be  exotic  like 
some  oriental  thing.  Sport  of  Emile  Aubrun, 
same  but  for  color.  No.  6. 

MAROCCO  (Pfitzer)  36-3-5.  Very  dark  red 
flaked  black,  white  hair-line.  Rated  very 
highly  as  the  black  glad.  Bulbs  never  get 
large  for  me. 

MARY  FREY  (Gelser)  36-4-6.  Light  orchid 
lavender,  deeper  at  tips,  purple  feather  tipped 
cream.  Valuable  for  its  earliness  and  good 
otherwise  too. 

MIBLOOM  (Stevens)  36-3V2-6.  Cream  white 
blushed  pink,  scarlet  plume,  ruffled  prim 
grand.  Always  reminds  me  of  a  bunch  of  sea- 
shells.  About  the  earliest  of  all  to  bloom.  At 
certain  times  of  the  day  this  has  a  lovely  tea 
rose  fragrance.  I  am  fond  of  this  one. 

MIDSUMMER  DREAM  (Kunderd)  42-4-6. 
Soft  raspberry  red  self.  Early  prim  grand. 
Distinctive  and  beautiful. 

MILADY  IMOGENE  (Austin)  36-3V2-8. 
Pure  crystal  white,  almost  transparent,  very 
early  and  ruffled.  Easily  the  best  decorative 
white  and  now  that  white  boquets  are  in  so 
much  favor  it  should  get  wide  recognition. 

MILDRED  LOUISE  (Wentworth)  40-5-7. 
Soft  apricot  pink,  cream  blotch  and  orange 
hair-lines.  There  are  few  better  kinds.  No.  10. 
One  of  those  smooth  glads,  as  smooth  as  a 
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traveling  salesman  (but  as  lovely  as  a  farmer’s 
daughter.) 

MINUET  (Coleman)  36-5-5.  Orchid  laven¬ 
der,  white  plume  peppered  purple.  This  is 
generally  considered  the  best  lavender  and 
rates  No.  2  of  all  varieties. 

MISS  BLOOMINGTON  (Kunderd)  38-3-6. 
Clearest  soft  yellow  prim  grand.  Very  early. 
Splendid  for  cutting. 

MISS  GREELEY  (Briggs)  38-4V2-8.  Pure 
pink  very  similar  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Phipps,  earlier 
and  a  better  ballanced  spike,  longer  stems  and 
more  reliable  grower.  This  year  has  decided 
me  that  this  may  be  the  best  pink  on  the 
market.  It  certainly  was  great. 

MISS  UNIVERSE  (Kunderd)  38-4-7. 
American  beauty  rose  marked  with  a  deeper 
feather.  A  strong  grower.  One  of  the  best 
rose  colored  glads,  really  grand. 

MONGOLIA  (Kunderd)  36-3-5.  About  the 
deepest  yellow  of  all.  No  marking.  Second 
early  prim  grand.  I  recommend  this  one. 

MOTHER  MACHREE  (Stevens)  36-4-6. 
Salmon  flaked  and  blended  mulberry  or  vio¬ 
let,  all  toned  with  gray,  light  yellow  blotch, 
red  hair-lines.  Very  lovely  color,  like  a  fad¬ 
ing  sunset.  No.  5. 

MRS.  CALVIN  COOLIDGE  (Kunderd)  30- 

3- 3.  Softest  salmon  pink,  light  yellow  blotch. 
Early  ruffled  prim  grand.  Exquisite  refined 
shade. 

MRS.  DR.  NORTON  (Kundred)  50-5-8. 
Light  pink  to  rose  tips,  creamy  yellow  blotch 
dusted  rose.  You  will  search  a  long  time  to 
find  another  as  beautiful. 

MRS.  ELLA  G.  MORRISON  (Kirchoff)  40- 
6-5.  Very  pale  pink,  lilac  line.  A  greatly  im¬ 
proved  Le  M.  Foch.  I  consider  it  one  of  the 
best  ever  produced.  Rather  late. 

MRS.  FRANK  PENDLETON  (Kunderd)  40- 

4- 5.  Blend  of  pink  and  white  with  big  dark 
red  blotch.  Midseason.  This  surely  is  popular. 

MRS.  GERTRUDE  PFITZER  (Pfitzer)  40- 
4-5.  Light  grayish  blue  with  deep  violet 
plume. 

MRS.  GEO.  W.  MOULTON  (Kunderd)  36- 
4-5.  Deep  wine  red,  penciled  deeper.  Very 
few  glads  of  this  color.  A  very  pretty  one. 

MRS.  JOHN  R.  WALSH  (Diener)  36-4-6. 
Blush  red  and  white,  big  red  blotch,  very 
dark  line.  Ruffled,  midseason.  Long  flower 
head. 

MRS.  LEON  DOUGLAS  (Diener)  48-6-8. 
Begonia  rose  (Light  Orange-red).  Often  flaked 
smoky  violet,  yellow  throat  peppered  red. 
About  the  largest,  finest  and  most  popular 
glad  ever  produced.  No.  23. 

MRS.  P.  W.  SISSON  (Coleman)  36-4V2-7. 
Light  pink,  tiny  lilac  line  over  white.  Very 
beautiful.  No.  27. 

MRS,  RAY  P.  CHASE  (Miller)  34-4-8. 
Cream  white  flaked  rose  pink,  yellow  blotch. 
Seems  to  be  a  white  P’s  Triumph.  At  its  best 
you’ll  find  it  hard  to  beat,  pretty  good  at  its 
worst. 

MRS.  VAN  KONYNENBURG  (Pfitzer)  42- 
4-4.  Fine  light  blue  (Lighter  Blue- Violet), 
deeper  feather.  Early  midseason,  upright  lily¬ 
like  flowers.  A  best  seller  among  the  Blues. 
(Pronounced  Ko-9-en-burg). 


MRS.  WILLARD  RICHARDSON  (Diener) 
46-3-6.  Deep  red  tinted  violet,  very  dark  red 
plume.  Early  and  showy,  stands  above  its 
neighbors. 

MR.  W.  H.  PHIPPS  (Diener)  48-4V2-15. 
Pure  pink  with  very  little  markings.  Makes 
the  finest  exhibition  spike  of  all,  often  having 
20  or  more  flowers  open  at  one  time.  For 
years  the  most  popular  glad  of  all.  Certainly 
spectacular.  However,  it  is  late  and  rather 
unreliable.  Now  No.  8.  Illustrated  on  front 
cover. 


MYSTIC 

MURIEL  (Pfitzer)  36-4-7.  Light  lavender 
blue  (Pale  Violet)  velvety  purple  plume.  Not 
as  blue  as  some  but  a  fine  spike  and  a  good 
grower. 

MYSTIC  34-4-4.  Pink  flaked  deep  rose  with 
ivory  white  marking.  Early  novelty,  very 
unusual  and  one  that  almost  everyone  likes. 
A  gay,  dancing,  decorative  variety  that  is 
very  useful  as  it  has  so  much  charm  and 
personality.  Illustrated,  page  11. 

NIMROD  (Errey)  34-4-5.  Very  deep  red 
without  marking.  Looks  like  taffeta.  Surely 
good. 

1910  ROSE  (Kunderd)  34-3M>-7.  Clear  deep 
rose,  white  midribs.  Although  an  old  one  it  is 
hard  to  beat.

This  is 
large  and  real  early. 

OLIVE  GOODRICH  (Goodrich)  40-3% -5. 
White  with  rose  edge,  creamy  throat.  Almost 
everyone  likes  this,  it  has  long  stems  and  is 
excellent  for  cutting.  Late  midseason. 

ONETA  (Kemp)  36-31/2-4.  Very  bright 
orange  marked  with  a  trace  of  yellow.  Early 
ruffled  Prim. 

ORANGE  BUTTERFLY  (Salbach)  36-3-12.

Early 
prim  grand.  A  famous  cut  flower  variety. 

ORANGE  WONDER  (Kemp)  40-3%-6. 
Bright  deep  orange  (Light  Orange-Red),  yel¬ 
low  on  lower  petals,  penciled  orange.  Very 
late.  This  is  very  fine. 

OSALIN  (Salbach)  36-4-6.  Pretty  orange 
pink,  light  red  penciling  on  lower  petals.  Mid¬ 
season,  lightly  ruffled.  This  surely  is  effective 
en  masse.  I  consider  this  one  of  the  best  to  be 
had. 

OUR  SELECTION  (Ball)  36-3%-12.  Salmon 
flaked  a  deeper  shade,  sometimes  smoked 
with  bluish  violet.  Red  plume  laid  over  yellow 
is  the  marking.  A  perfect  exhibition  spike 
that  wins  many  prizes,  often  opens  15  or  more 
flowers  at  one  time.

Very  early  prim.  Although  rather  small  it 
certainly  attracts  plenty  of  attention. 

PATRICIA  CARTER  (Kundred)  30-3-4. 
Pure  pink  blotched  cream  white.  Early  prim. 
Small  of  plant  and  bulb. 

PAUL  PFITZER  (Pfitzer)  40-4%-5.  Fiery 
red  purple,  lower  petals  deeper.  Midseason. 
Lightly  ruffled. 

PEARL  OF  CALIFORNIA  (Kingsley)  32- 
4-8.  Light  pink  flaked  deeper,  white  blotch. 
Late  midseason. 

PELEGRINA  (Pfitzer)  34-4-7.  Deep  royal 
blue  (darkest  blue-violet)  with  almost  black 
plume.  One  of  the  darkest  as  well  as  the 
bluest  of  glads.  An  occasional  bulb  doesn’t  do 
well  for  some  unknown  reason.  No.  11. 

PERSIA  (N.  B.  Co.)  36-3-5.  Very  dark  red 
shading  to  black,  white  hair-line.  Stands  heat 
better  than  most  of  the  very  dark  ones  and 
has  very  beautiful  form. 

PFITZERS  TRIUMPH  (Pfitzer)  Salmon  red 
with  red  plume.  Large  round  flowers.  Does 
not  stand  heat  so  well  but  too  good  to  miss. 
Has  character.  No.  18.  Illustrated,  page  12. 

PHAENOMEN  (Pfitzer)  30-3% -5.  Salmon 
pink,  lower  petals,  creamy  yellow,  odd  shad¬ 
ings.  Small  decorative  type.  One  of  the  ear¬ 
liest. 

PICARDY  (Palmer)  48-6-7.  Soft  pastel

color,  a  blend  of  apricot  and  salmon  pink, 
lower  petals  light  buff  with  soft  pink  feather. 
This  is  generally  considered  to  be  the  best 
glad  on  the  market.  Chosen  No.  1  in  A.  G.  S.

$20  each. 

PINK  WONDER  (Kemp)  36-6-5.  Very  pale 
pink,  lilac  feather,  cream  bar.  Big  round 
flowers. 

PREDOMINATOR  (Kunderd)  50-5-6.  Salm¬ 
on  with  a  deep  red  bar.  Tall  and  a  splendid 
grower.  This  grand  glad  won  a  sweepstake 
last  season  at  a  major  show. 

PRESIDENT  HARDING  (White)  42-5-10. 
Deep  American  Beauty  rose,  deep  feather, 
white  line.  Ruffled,  rather  late.  A  fine  variety, 
so  good  for  exhibition.  Stems  are  sometimes 
rather  short. 

PRIDE  OF  WANAKAH  (Criswell)  38-3% -4. 
Deep  rose  with  rose  red  blotch.  Late  midsea¬ 
son.  This  big  rose  is  an  ideal  cut  flower  and 
one  of  the  best  in  this  limited  color  class. 

PRIMATE  (Crow)  48-4-6.  Deep  butter  yel¬ 
low,  no  markings.  Late,  very  fine  form.  I 
think  that  this  is  my  favorite  yellow.  It  surely 
is  grand.  Better  if  bloomed  after  the  hottest 
weather  has  passed. 

PRIMROSE  PRINCESS  (Salbach)  Large 
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light  yellow  with  very  pale  lilac  feather.  Prim 
grand. 

PRINCELY  (Kemp)  38-4-5.  Pure  crystal 
white.  Late  midseason.  Large  and  showy.  Ap¬ 
preciated  as  it  comes  in  after  most  other 
whites  are  gone. 

PRINCE  OF  INDIA  (Childs)  30-3%-5.  Very 
odd  color,  dusky  blend  of  salmon  and  slate, 
lighter  petal  tips  are  generally  flecked  a  very 
dark  shade.  Marking  of  bright  red  laid  over 
cream.  Reminds  me  of  an  oriental  rug.  Best 
seller. 

PRINCE  OF  WALES  (Van  Zantzen)  36-3-6. 
Light  salmon  orange,  pale  scarlet  feather  over 
ivory.  Quite  early,  an  old  favorite. 

PURPLE  GLORY  (Kunderd)  36-5-5.  Very 
deep  red,  maroon  (Not  purple),  no  marks. 
Ruffled,  midseason.  This  is  very  popular.  Once 
lead  the  whole  field. 

PURPLE  SPOT  (Kunderd)  36-3y2-4.  Red 
purple,  a  big  light  yellow  blotch  overlaid  with 
a  dark  red  purple  plume.  Showy  and  very 
different. 

QUEEN  OF  BREMEN  (Zimmer)  36-3V2-6. 
Clean  true  orchid  (Lighter  Violet-Red), 
cream  blotch.  Very  early  prim  grand.  This  is 
one  of  the  finest  and  most  vigorous  glads. 
Unbeatable  for  early  cut  flowers. 

QUEEN  OF  ORANGE  (Kunderd)  34-4V2-4. 
Light  orange  red  dusted  gold,  red  and  yellow 
hair-lines.  Early  huge  prim  grand.  This  is 
always  well  liked. 

REAH  (Salbach)  36-4-5.  Light  pinkish  pur¬ 
ple  (Violet-Red)  with  a  blackish  purple 
blotch.  This  certainly  is  a  novel  color  combi¬ 
nation. 

RED  CLOUD  (Kundred)  38-4-8.  Light 
cardinal  red,  white  midribs.  Second  early. 
Long  willowy  stems.  My  favorite  light  red. 

RED  COPPER  (Kunderd)  30-4-5.  Salmon 
flaked  and  smoked  violet,  the  blotch  is  a  mass 
of  pure  red  lines  laid  over  yellow.  Very  odd 
but  pretty.  Looks  like  old  calico. 

RED  FIRE  (Kunderd)  48-4-5.  The  most 
fiery  red  I  know,  hurts  your  eyes  in  bright 
sunshine,  has  a  short  white  line.  My  most 
popular  midseason  red. 

RED  GLORY  (Piper-Ellis)  Medium  red 
sport  of  Purple  Glory,  just  like  it  excepting 
in  the  color. 

RED  LORY  (Errey)  Soft  red,  velvety  dark 
blotch  edged  rose.  A  splendid  exhibition  va¬ 
riety  but  occasionally  doesn’t  do  well  for  some 
unknown  reason.  No.  22.  Bulblets  are  very 
hard  to  germinate  and  I  have  no  small  bulbs 
for  sale. 

RED  PHIPPS  (Briggs)  36-4-10.  Light,  soft 
salmon  red  pencilled  slightly  deeper,  color 
varies  with  localities.  An  improved  Scarlet 
Princeps  (or  Virginia).  Really  good. 

RED  ROY  (Ellis)  40-5-6.  Scarlet  with  a 
cream  plume.  I  believe  that  this  is  one  of  the 
best  reds  introduced  in  America.  Almost  per¬ 
fect  is  the  least  I  can  say  for  it.  Rather  slow 
propagator. 

REV.  EUBANK  (Velthuys)  36-3V2-5.  Light 
porcelain  blue  (Pale  Blue-Violet),  purple 
feather  tipped  cream. 

RIDEAU  (Palmer)  42-5-8.  Salmon  orange 
flaked  a  smoky  shade,  throat  peppered  orange 
red,  a  cream  bar.  A  basket  of  this  at  the 


local  flower  show  was  most  outstanding,  most 
spikes  had  nine  flowers  open  and  the  color 
and  form  were  particularly  fine.  A  heavy 
propagator,  everyone  should  have  it,  very 
reliable. 

ROMANCE  (Kunderd)  36-3-8.  Salmon 
deepening  to  violet  at  edges,  red  plume  over 
yellow.  Smoky  cast,  hard  to  describe.  Second 
early,  fine  form,  very  popular,  a  best  seller. 

ROSE  ASH  (Diener)  36-31/k-5.  Grayish  rose 
— ashes  of  roses  color.  Cream  blotch  dusted 
red.  Rather  late. 

ROSEMARY  (Bales)  34-3V2-6.  White 
ground  color  heavily  dusted  all  over  with 
deep  lavender,  small  cream  mark.  Probably 
the  most  novel  coloring  to  be  found  in  any 
flower.  ESarly  midseason,  a  prim.  Flowers 
bloom  in  a  row,  one  above  the  other.  Most 
popular. 

ROSEMIST  (Fischer)  36-4-6.  Rose  pink 
laid  over  buff,  the  buff  showing  through  at 
the  edge.  Has  no  marking.  Early  prim  grand. 
Very  pretty  though  rather  odd. 

ROYAL  LAVENDER  (Schleider-Gove)  42- 
4-5.  Quite  a  deep  lavender  with  deeper  lav¬ 
ender  feather.  Blooms  just  ahead  of  Minuet. 
I  like  it  very  much. 

RUFFLED  GOLD  (Goodrich)  48-3-6.  Light 
yellow  with  pale  lilac  plume.  Early  and  ruf¬ 
fled.  The  lovely  and  unusual  form  together 
with  large  size  make  this  very  popular. 

SACAJAWEA  (Pratt)  38-4-4.  Opens  a 
bronzy  brown  (Dark  red-orange)  and  fades 
to  gray.  Late  midseason.  A  striking  novelty 
when  it  has  two  colors  open  at  one  time.  Does 
not  fade  indoors.  Very  popular. 

SALBACHS  PINK  (Salbach)  48-5-8.  Deep 
pink,  a  shade  between  rose  and  salmon, 
marked  with  red  lines  over  cream.  Grand  for 
exhibition  or  any  other  purpose.  Late.  No.  48. 

SALMON  GLOW  (Hornberger)  33-5-5. 
Bright  golden  orange  blotched  yellow.  Very 
early.  About  the  largest  prim  grand,  well 
liked  by  all. 

SCARLET  REDDER  (Salbach)  38-4%-5. 
Soft  yet  bright  scarlet  self.  Early  prim  grand, 
stems  rather  short.  Excellent  and  showy  land¬ 
scape  variety,  good  otherwise  too. 

SCARLET  WONDER  (Cowee)  36-6-5.  Deep 
scarlet  marked  with  a  trace  of  white.  Out¬ 
standing  late  red. 

SENORITA  (Salbach)  30-5-6.  Blend  of 
orange  and  yellow,  bright  orange  bar  and 
lines.  Short  stemmed  and  poor  placement  but 
a  very  spectacular  flower.  The  same  gorgeous 
coloring  that  made  Alice  Tiplady  and  A.  V. 
Bunce  so  popular. 

SERATTA  (Bill)  38-4%-7.  Light  creamy 
lavender  rose,  deep  rose  lines.  Laciniated  but 
one  comes  plain  petaled  occasionally. 

SHOW  FLOWER  (Kunderd)  44-5-4.  Rose 
red,  big  white  blotch  with  small  red  feather. 
Second  early.  This  is  gorgeous  but  quite  tem¬ 
peramental. 

SOUVENIR  (Gravereau)  40-31/2-6.  Clear 
deep  yellow,  no  marking.  Early  prim.  This  is 
one  of  the  best  yellows,  a  bunch  looks  like 
yellow  roses. 

SOVEREIGN  (Vaugn)  36-4-5.  Called  dark 
blue,  I  call  it  royal  purple.  Bit  of  red  in  the 
(For  Prices  See  Page  7) 
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blotch,  and  a  yellow  pinpoint.  The  improved 
Baron  J.  Hulot. 

SPIRIT  OF  ST.  LOUIS  (Diener-Mueller) 
36-4-8.  Deep  soft  orange  (Light  Orange-Red), 
deeper  feather.  This  carrot  colored  glad  is 
early  and  very  well  liked. 

SPLENDORRA  (Kunderd)  36-4-5.  Very 
deep  wine  red,  very  dark  line.  Late  midseason. 
Vigorous  and  prolific.  A  glad  that  deserves 
more  publicity  than  it  has  been  getting.  Try 
it  if  you  like  dark  ones. 

SPRAY  OF  GOLD  (Palmer)  36-3-7.  Very 
deep  clear  yellow.  Early  and  lightly  ruffled. 
Decorative  type.  This  is  lovely  but  not  as  tall 
here  as  reported  elsewhere. 

STAR  OF  THE  SEA  (Ellis)  36-4y2-5.  Salmon 
orange,  brilliant  scarlet  plume  over  gold.  Long 
stems. 

STUTTGARDIA  (Pfitzer)  40-5-5.  Very  fiery 
bright  scarlet  with  a  dark  red  bar.  Early 
midseason.  Fades  some  out  of  doors. 

SULPHUR  FRILLS  (Kunderd)  30-3-5. 
Cream  with  violet  hair-line.  Very  heavily 
ruffled. 

SUNSHINE  GLOW  (Neeley)  34-4V2-5. 
Salmon  scarlet  (light  Orange-Red),  cream 
blotch,  very  bright  and  showy.  Early  ruffled 
prim  grand.  Stems  sometimes  short. 

SUPERRA  (Coleman)  36-4y2-7.  Bright  rose 
red  flaked  deeper,  violet  hair-lines.  Early  and 
very  showy. 

SWEET  ROSE  (Kunderd)  42-4-5.  Soft  deep 
rose  with  red  plume.  Early.  The  big  round 
flowers  are  very  attractive  and  it  is  nearly 
perfect  in  performance. 

^  SWORD  OF  MAHOMET  (Ellis)  46-4% -8. 
Smoky  mulberry  with  deeper  plume.  Second 
early.  Very  unusual,  large  and  popular. 

TAURUS  (Kunderd)  36-3-5.  Fiery  red  pur¬ 
ple,  tiny  white  line.  Very  early  prim.  Very 
bright,  decorative  and  popular.  Called  a  baby 
glad. 

THE  EMIR  (Pety)  36-3-3.  Buff  smoked 
brownish  violet,  yellow  blotch,  deep  red  lines. 
This  probably  wouldn’t  be  grown  excepting 
for  its  novel  bronzy  coloring,  to  be  found  in 
no  other  flower  but  tulips.  Color  varies  a 
good  bit.  A  prim. 

THE  ORCHID  (Sprague)  32-4-4.  Very  pale 
orchid  marked  with  a  violet  feather  on  cream. 
Early,  ruffled  and  laciniated.  So  unique  and 
like  an  orchid.  Makes  small  bulbs. 

THE  QUAKERESS  (Salbach)  42-5-5.  Clear 
lavender  gray,  cream  blotch  dusted  lavender. 
This  is  a  sport  of  Rose  Ash. 

_  THOMAS  T.  KENT  (Diener)  30-4-10.  White 
flushed  red  with  big  dark  red  plume.  Late. 
Exhibition  type. 

TITANIC  (Diener)  36-6-5.  Deep  rose  red, 
magenta,  cream  hair-line.  Midseason.  Lovely. 

TOBERSUN  (Austin)  40-3-6.  Clear  medium 
yellow  with  a  touch  of  red  deep  in  the  throat. 
I  haven’t  been  much  impressed  but  it  is 
highly  recommended  by  others  so  it  may  be 
the  climate.  Late. 

TROUBADOR  (Pfitzer)  44-4-7.  Deep  rose 
purple  absolutely  without  marking.  Lovely 
satiny  texture.  I  think  it  is  the  prettiest  pur¬ 
ple  I’ve  ever  grown. 


TYCHO  ZANG  (Austin)  30-4% -4.  Soft 
salmon  pink,  white  midribs,  small  white 
blotch  lightly  pencilled  lilac.  Rather  late.  At 
its  best  it  is  hard  to  beat. 

UNUSUAL  30-3-6.  Very  deep  rose,  cerise, 
flaked  deeper,  three  lower  petals  deep  rose 
velvet,  white  line  and  upper  throat.  The  color 
seems  to  be  afire  in  bright  sunlight.  Small  but 
distinctive. 

VEILCHENBLAU  (Pfitzer)  34-3-5.  Dark 
blue  (Blue- Violet),  dark  red  plume.  One  of 
the  best  blues.  Pronounced  file-kin-blou. 

VEILED  BRILLIANCE  (Austin)  36-5%-5. 
Slightly  smoky  rose,  large  white  blotch. 
Rather  late,  spikes  vary  in  size,  very  attrac¬ 
tive. 

VICTOR  (Errey)  36-4-7.  Very  bright  light 
red  with  large  snow  white  blotch.  Rather  late. 
One  of  the  showiest  glads  ever  produced. 

WASAGA  (Palmer)  36-4-5.  Clearest  soft 
buffy  apricot  softening  to  yellow  on  the 
lower  petals.  A  most  beautiful  color  and 
exquisite  ruffled  form.  This  has  made  a  big 
hit  with  those  who  enjoy  real  beauty.  No.  14. 

WHITE  ORCHID  (Bill)  An  early  white 
laciniated  glad  that  is  making  a  reputation 
for  decorative  purposes. 

WILLIAM  G.  BADGER  (Metzner)  30-4-8. 
Bright  salmon  pink,  straw  blotch  peppered  red, 
red  hair-line.  Late,  exhibition  type. 

WOTAN  (Diener)  36-4-5.  Pinkish  white 
generally  flaked  and  striped  deep  rose.  Red 
plume  over  yellow.  Doesn’t  always  flake  but 
is  more  striking  when  it  does.  It  surely  is 
showy. 

WURTEMBERGIA  (Pfitzer)  40-5-5.  Scarlet 
blotched  cream.  Very  large  and  showy. 
Florets  inclined  to  whorl.  No.  35. 

YELLOW  PERFECTION  (Pfitzer)  40-4-5. 
Clear  medium  yellow,  a  little  deeper  on  the 
lower  petals.  Early  midseason.  Many  growers 
consider  this  the  best  early  yellow,  the  form 
and  clear  color  are  seldom  equaled. 

YVONNE  (Krelage)  36-5-5.  Blush  white 
with  rose  plume.  Big  round  flowers  of  heavy 
texture.  Second  early.  Really  very  fine. 

ZONA  (Kunderd)  40-3-5.  Soft  pink  with 
soft  red  plume  edged  yellow.  Very  early  ruf¬ 
fled  prim,  long  stems.  This  little  flower  really 
has  character,  and  is  valuable  for  cutting  as  it 
is  so  early.
